ROYALISTS READY TO QUIT 


Make Peace Overtures to Triumphant 


Persian Insurgents. 


Teheran. 
July 
15.—As 
evidence 


that the royalist forces have had 
enough fighting and are prepared to 
admit supremacy of the nationalists, 
the secretary of the Russian lega- 
tion arrived at mejliss building in 
behalf of General Liaksoff and sub- 
mitted written proposals for the sur- 
render of the Cossacks under his 
command. He asked first that the 
nationalists should cease attacking 
the 
Cossacks, 
that 
the 
Cossacks 


should be allowed to continue service 
under 
the future Persian 
govern- 


ment, and that their safety should be 
guaranteed if they laid down their 
arms. 


Sipahadar and Sardarasad replied 


that the officers and the Cossacks 
were free to return to their homes as 
soon as they surrendered their arms, 
and that their safety would be guar- 
anteed as far as possible.

SPLIT ON DRAWBACK 


Senate and House Conferees Unable 


to Settle Important Feature. 


Washington. July 15.—House mem- 


bers of the tariff conference commit- 
tee 
raised strenuous objections to 


the provision, in the maximum and 
minimum feature of the tariff meas- 
ure, which 
gives to the 
presi- 


dent the authority to employ such 
persons as he may desire to aid him 
in 
enforcing the - tariff laws. _ and 


which' w.11 T>e useful to congress to 
tstrjff legislation^ in_, the future. ~This 
opposiuon"was all that prevented the 
adoption of practically all of the sec- 
tion- dealing with administration. 
' The provision which provides for 
the establishment of a court cf cus- 
toms appeals was adopted. It is in- 
tended that this court shall deal with 
ail cases' of appeal from the board of 
general appraisers and that its judg- 
ments shall be final. The salaries of 
the five judges were fixed at $10,000 
Instead of $7,000 as provided by a 
senate amendment adopted after the 
court feature had been reported from 
the senate committee on 
finance. 


Favor Dingley provision. 


The drawback provision is still- the 


subject of dispute. 
Agreement that 


the provision of the Dingley law 
should be re-enacted in the place of 
the house provision bad almost been 
reached when the house conferees in- 
sisted that a proviso should be added 
requiring exportation^ to be made 
within three years in order to gain 
the benefit of the drawback. This 
feature was a part of the provision 
adopted by -the house, which had also 
eliminated the necessity for identi- 
fying the imported raw material in 
the manufactured product offered for 
export. 


The senate conferees insisted that 


the 
removal of the 
identification 


clause opened the door to fra-id and 
that the three-year provision nar- 
rowed the drawback in such a man- 
ner that it would work a hardship to 
manufacturers 
who 
availed them- 


selves of the drawback privileges. 
The conferees representing ibe two 
branches of congress split upon" this 
question, and it was laid aside for 
"'onsideration later.
